MAXWELL, THE MURDERER. 


From a Sketeh Made in the Auckland 
Pelice Court. 

(This is a picture of Maxwell, the murderer, sketched 
from life in the Police Court at Auckland. San Francisco 
correspondents who have seen Maxwell say it is as near a 
perfect likeness as can be reproduced in ink. It was 
printed im the Auckland Herald more than a month ago 
and is the only cerrect picture of the man that has yet 
been presented.] 

The Pest-Dispatcn of yesterday gave the St, 
Louis public the first news of the arrival from 
Auckland of W. H. I. Maxwell, the effeminate, 
dudish young man who, on April s last, killed his 
friend and companion, O Arthur Preller, in room 
No. 144 of the Southera Hotel, 
this city, by administering chloroform. Maxwell 
made his escape to San Francisco, and thence to 
New Zealand, which he reached about twenty- eight 
days after the murder. He was arrested immedi- 
ately upon his arrival at Auckland and placed in 
the Government p rison there to await the coming 
of the St. Louis detectives. These, Messrs. James 
Tracy and G. W. Badger, sailed from San Fran- 
cisco June 7, arriving in Auckland June 2. On 
July 3, the extradition papers were presented in 
the Auckland Police Court, and en the evidence ad- 
duced Maxwell was given into the custody of the 
St. Louts officers. Detective Tracy presented the 
information against him made out 
by Prosecuting Attorney Clafborne, and 
identified numerous articles found 
in Maxwell's trunk. Detective Tuohy of Auckland 
identified several articles foundin the accused's 
traveling bags anden his person. W. J. Napier, 
Maxwell's counsel, insisted that the judge had no 
jurisdiction, but the fadge thought otherwise and 
Maxwell was arraigned on the information which 
wasread to him. He merely replied: I reserve my 
defense," and was remanded to jail to await the 
order of surrender from the Governor.

A Terrible Disaster in a Pennsyl- 
vania Coal Mine. :

The Breaking ofa Fan Engine Causes 
the Loss of Ten Lives—Miners Going 
to Certain Death—The Dead and In- 


jured. 


Wiixespanng, PA., August 11.—Reliable informa- 
tion has just reached here that a terrible explosion 
of gas took place in the West End Coal Company's 
mines this morning at Mocauqua, fifteen miles from 
here. As far as can be learned ten miners were in- 
stantly killed and several others dangerously 
injured. 

THE DEAD AND IMPRISONED. 


Further intelligence of the disaster, says; “The 


fan eugine that supplies fresh air to the West End 


Mine, at Mocawaque, broke, depriving the miners 
of air. Four men have been brought to the 
surface dead, and four or five more are yet in the 
mine and cannot be reached owing to the impure 
air. 

TOOK THEIR CHAN. 

Just before the night shift went off of duty the 
fan broke. The boss knew of this and so did the 
men of the day shift before they entered the mine, 
but, notwithstanding this, they went into the mine, 
taking a great risk. There were about thirty 
men in all, who were supplied with safety lamps, 
as it was well known that the gas would acciimu- 
late. About seventy-five men were in the mine at 
the time when work began. The workmen repair- 
ing the fan were the first who were overcome with 
gas and about an hour later the same fate 
happened to many more in the mine. 
Before the men fairly realized the danger 

MORE THAN TWENTY WERE UNCONSCIOUS. 

Those who could then escape did so. Superin- 
tendent John Teasdale and several of his men be- 
came unconscious and were with difficulty rescued. 
Others went down, and in face of immense diffi. 
culties, and in spite of being continuaily over- 
powered with gas, got out all but ten men. Three 
of those brought out were dead, and the other six 
are beyond doubt dead.

That the City Council Has Been 
Bribed by the Gay Gamboliers—

When, several months ago, Mr, Maurice Joyce 
became Mayor of East St. Louis and immediately 
began to inaugurate measures which ultimately 
resulted in the vanishment of the gamblers from 
the city, it was generally thought that the exile of 
the knights of the green cloth from their dominion 
onthe Island would be perpetual. For months 
after their departure the Island, which was formerly 
the scene of so much life, aud illegal, oftimes riot 
ous pleasure, became at night as peaceful asa 
graveyard, The houses along the levee formerly 
used for gaming purposes remained unoccupied, 
and the belated East St. Louisan on returning 
across the bridge no doubt greatly missed the sights 
which he was wont to gaze upon. Imagine 
the amazement of such a one on returning acrons 
the bridge last night and beholding, once again, the 
Island all aglow with lights from tbe houses on the 
river front, And upon beholding also the loungers 
who were wont to assemble near the gaming houses 
in days gone by there once again, and several car- 
riages aloo, standing in front of the doors. If any 
doubt existed in the mind of che individual as to the 
cause of this, of late, unusual scene, it was imme- 
diately dispelled when he came opposite the houses 
and 2 through the open windows the play- 
ers seated around the gaming tables. The exiled 
gamblers had returned. 

There must, indeed, have been quite a 
number of pie who witnessed this sight 
last night, for the principal subject of conversation 
this morning was about the 2 having re- 
turned to their old haunts on the Island, and run- 
ning without molestation from the authorities, who 
certainly have had sufficient reasons to expect that 
an attempt by the gamblers to re-open their houses 
was not at all unlikely. Only afew days ago the 
announcement was made in St. Louis papers that 
Messrs. James Tarrants, James Ames, Glaud and 
Singieton Cave and Harry Emery were soon to 
open up their old haunts and give the sporting fra- 
ternity in St. Louisa chance to indulge once more 
in the exciting games of faro, keno and poker.

Ir is beginning to dawn upon the public 
mind with rosy morning freshness that the 
present Administration will be no respecter of 
persons so far as the execution of the law is 
concerned. The mightiest combinations of 
capital and influence will stand before the law 
on precisely the same level as the individual 
citizen of the humblest type, and questions of 
egal right will be determined without bias 
from the magnitude of the interest involved. 
When the whisky men failed to obtain an ex- 
tension of the bonded period from Congress, 
they succeeded in obtaining substantially the 
same thing from a Department ruling. This 
was such a hair-splitting construction of 
the text of the statutes that, by 
a hittle more hair-splitting, they tried 
to convert the seven months’ extension 
into a virtual release from liability 
to pay the whisky tax. They represent a great 
many millions of dollars, a potent influence 
ramified through many communities and 
States, Many banks are deeply interested in 
their relief, and they counted on the weight of 
all this influence with the Administration. 
Bus they areas bitterly disappointed as the 
trespassing cattle barons were. Attorney- 
General GARLAND has decided that their ex- 
portation bonds will be forfeited at the end of 
the seven months’ extension, and that the 
Government may then proceed to collect, 
either upon the forfeited bonds or by the usual 
method of distraint, and he recommends the 
latter as the safest and most expeditious plan.

Railroads and Taxation. 
From the St. Joseph Gazette. 

The Gazette hag never engaged in any clamor 
against railroads, On the contrary, it delights to 
learn of their prosperity, becauss it believes they 
are great factors in the development of the State 
and the prosperity of the people. It does not now 
propose to join in any how! against them; yet, if 
it be true, as asserted, and they are constantly 
seeking to evade the payment of the taxes assessed 
against them, they are deserving of the most severe 
condemnation. If they will not pay they should be 
made to. If there is no law to compel prompt 
payment, the next Legislature shonid pass one 
within the first ten days of its session. Here are 
some figures which the public will look upon with 
amazement: According te the report of the Board 
of Railread Commissioners, the value of railroads 
and railroad preperty in Missouri on the lat day of 
June, 1854, was $103,523,555. This valuation is net 
excessive, because the railroad masagers them- 
selves value the same property at $224,000,000. The 
mcome upon the property is not less than §10,- 
000,000. The State Board of Equalization, for pur. 
poces of taxation, places the value of all railread 
property at $38,380,816 98. This is but one-sixth of 
the stock and bond value, and yet it is shown that 
the aasessed tax could noi, or has not been, 
collected on the amount. For the year 1834 there 
was @ delinquency of over $40,000. For the yea 
previous the delinquency was evan worse. There is 
no reason inthis. It ought not tobe tolerated, aad 
must not be inthe future. The official who con- 
nives at it will receive and deserves the condemna-~ 
tion of the public. We demand, in the interest of 
the public goed, that all mea and all corporations 
shall pay their taxes honestly and promptiy, and 
that no favoritism shall be shown individuals or 
corporations.

Alleged Human Fossils. 
From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 

The discovery of fossil human remains in an er- 
cavation pear the city of Mexico may not prove so 
important as has been reportet. The discoverers 
were Prof. Barcena, government and Col. 
Castillo, in charge of the building of the military 
shooting-echool for which the excavations are 
made. The fossils were imbedded in very hard cal- 
eareous tufa, which filled the cellular tissue of the 
bones, but they were not incrusted with calcareous 
rock, as in modern formations. No fossils of any 
other animal have yet been found in the same 
stratum of rock; there was some quaternary 
shells, of species that exist at present. Prof. Bar- 
cena concludes that while the exact age of the re- 
mains cannot be established for want of evidence, 
yet they prove “an astounding antiquity of man 
beyond anything yet surmized. Not to insist on 
the Calaveras skull—the Neanderthal cave man is 
the most antiquated human remains hitherto found, 
but many human implements have been found in 
the quaternary deposits, in the period of the mas- 
todon, and no intimation is given of proof that this 
calcareous tufa is older than thar period.

71-10 per cent on the share capital alone, or it 
would have paid 7 8-10 per cent on the funded debt. 
The interest actually paid on the funded debt was 
4 8-10 per cent.

The slightest touch 
of good or evil fortune on the finances of the 
horny-fisted agriculturist is felt to the uttermost 
depths of Wall street and in every counting-room 
and storein the land. When he smiles all the 
world is bappy, aad when he groans his fellow- 
countrymen are in pain. Good crops and a dispo- 
sitien to buy on the part of the farmer 
means bread and meatand money to the cities, 
and hence the business outlook this coming fall, 
after an unusually hard season, is of commanding 
importance, It means failure or prosperity to a 
vast number of inen.

BISTOXY OF OTHER POPULAR FUNDS. 

“The fund for the ouiiding of the Bunker Hill 
Monument was raised by subscription and it toon 
eighteen years to collect $150,000; it took five years 
to raise $200,000 by popular subscription to pur- 
chase Mt. Vernon, the home of Washington. Some 
. was raised as a gift to 
Gen. Grant, but it was all given by 
afewrich men, It was by no means a popular 
subscription. In St. Louis the Post-Disparca ren- 
dered very valuabie service, sending in altogether 
about $1,600 through its efforts. ‘be fund aitracted 
wide attention in that city, aud assumed much of 
the popular character it did in New York. No 
other paper in the country rendered such material 
assistance to the Womo as the Post-DispaTou. 
The fact that we received less than $50 from either 
Cincinnati or Chicago and $1,600 from St. Louis, 
tells the story of the services rendered by the Post- 
Drspatcou. It may be interesting te know that our 
subscription has been running just 147 days. This 
is equal to twenty-one weeks, or four months and 
tweuty-seven days. The average receipts per day 
have been about 22 per wees about $4,900, and

EX-SECRETARY TELLER ON THE LEASES. 

CM, ILL, August 11.—Ex-Secretary Teller in 
an interview here, to-day, denies that leases to cat- 
tlemen as first granted by the Cheyenne and Arrap- 
ahoe trives in 1883, had ever been sanctioved or 
recognized by bim as Secretary of the Interior. He 
says that he specificaliy stated at the time, and 
incorporated the statement in his reports of 1888-4, 
that the Government reserved the right to interfere 
with the cattlemen and remove them whenever it 
became necessary, either of its own notion or from 
the complaints of the Indians. In this connection, 
he announced to the cattlemen thatif such occu- 
pation proved agreeable to the Indians, the Govern- 
ment would not interfere with the essions. 
Senator Teller is of the opinion that much good had 
been done the Indians dy meeting the cattlemen. 
The former were taught how to herd cattle, and in 
other ways were made familiar with actual busi- 
Less. 


What the Proclamation Means. 

“The proclamation issued by the President order- 
ing the removal of all wire fences from the public 
domain.“ said Maj. C. C. Rainwater, applies only 
to Government iands that are open to settlement, 
and hasno application in the Indian Territory, as 
as there is no land of that kind there. It has no 
application to No Man's Land, the neutral strip 
sixty miles wide lying between Kansas and Colo- 
rado, nor to Texas, where the State Government 
owns all the land. Neither can it apply to Grier 
County, Texas, lying between the north and south 
forks of the Red River, an area 60x120 miles that is 
in dispute, Texas — that this strip is part of 
the cession made by the Federal Government, and 
the Federal Government ciaimi that it is not 

art of such cession. The po nt in dispute is, which 
s the Red River, the north or south fork? All 
these lands are occupied by cattlemen, but as the 
are not publiclands in the sense here implied. 
tue prociamation does not reach 
them. It applies to Government 
lands in New Mexico, Arizona, Wyoming, Dakotah 
and all through the West on which cattiemen have 
established ranges. I do not know the extent of 
these lands or just where they are located, but they 
can be found in all parts of the western country.”

The Belcher Sugar Refinery Will Be 
Bought by Bondholders, 


— aoa 


And One Million Dollars of Stock Will 
Go A-Glimmering—The Losers—How 
the Beloher Company Oame to 
Grief. 


One week from to-day the property of the 
Belcher Sugar Refining Company will be sold under 
the hammer to satisfy a mortgage made to secure 
an issue of $750,000 bonds. The Belcher works 
have been shut down ever since Octo- 
ber last, during which time neither 
bond nor stockholders have made any effort to 
reorganize the company. The result is that in all 
probability both bond and steckhoiders will lose 
heavily, and, in fact, the stockholders will probaoly 
get nothing out of the wreck. The Belcher Com- 
pany is capitalized for $1,000,000. Until two years 
ago its stock was considered a sure investment. 
Its last dividend, 6 per cent, was paid in 
December, 1881, but in spite of the fact that no 
dividend was paid in 188% or 1883 great confidence 
was felt in thé company. About two years since 

new Belcher refinery on Ashley aod Main 
streets was completed. It was a magnificent 
building, one of the refin- 
eries in the bly 
the finest manufacturing establishment in 
St. Louis. Its erection was the ruin of the Belcher 
Company. At the time that the plans were drawn 
and contracts let the sugar trade was flourishing.
